Public Keeling Roused to the High- 
est Pitch of Excitement 
and Anger. 

Arms and Ammunition Being Hushed 
to the Thessalian Frontier 
With Greatest Dispatch. 



War Correspondents Already Hur- 
rying to the Front for the 
Expected Fighting. 

Athens, March 5. — The Greek gov- 
ernment has protested against the 
silence of the admirals in command of 
the foreign fleets in Cretan waters with 
reference to the demand of the Greek 
Commodore Sacntonrie, that he be al- 
lowed to communicate the order of 
King George to Col. Vassos, in com- 
mand of the Greek army of occupation, 
and asking that he he allowed to go to 
the assistance of besieged Turks at Can- 
amo. The government has dispatched to 
its representatives a broad communicating 
the above facts to them, and adding that 
the Greek consul believes that since the 
admirals and the consuls have witnessed 
the failure of their efforts to raise the 
siege, they desire to place every obstacle 
in the way of the Greek ell'urts to do so, 
so that in the event of a massacre they 
will he able to throw the responsibility 
upon tie shoulders of the Greeks. The 
dispatch continues: " We have instruct- 
ed our consul at Ganea to inform the 
Turks who requested his intervention, of 
the hindrancecreated by the foreigners." 
In view of the continuous arrival of 
Turkish troops on the frontier it is be- 
lieved that Greece will call out the bal- 
ance of her reserves. 

Feverieh activity continues through 
the whole country. Large quantities of 
arms, ammunition, provisions and mili- 
tary stores are being conveyed by trans- 
ports,to Thesselia. The masting of the 
troops on the frontier is proceeded with 
in the utmost speed, and pub- 
lic feeling is at the high- 
est pitch of excitement. Those 
taking the coolest view no longer con- 
seal their opinion -that in the event of 
loorciotj by Europe the centre of inter- 
est will be transferred to the Turkish 
f ontier, where the most serious events 
nay he expected.- Foreign correspond- 
ed have already started for Thesselia. 
The, Greek fleet has been divided into 
four squadrons. 

Ix)kdon, March 5. — A dispatch to the 
Times from Constantinople says that 
the opinion is growing in palace circles 
that Russia engineered the Greek move- 
ment in order to set the East ablaze and 
to give her a reasonable pretext for oc- 
cupying the Turkish provinces. Reports 
have been received here of the active 
coneentration of Russian troopB from the 
Anatolian frontier. Salonica is being 
fortified against a eea attack. 

It is Btated by the Hon. Geo. E. 
Curzon that H. M. S. Dryad left Canea 
on March 2, escorting a Turkish steamer 
carrying provisions for the besieged 
Turks at Selino, whom the British ad- 
miral has been instructed to do his 
utmost to relieve. H. M. S. Rodney 
witli the British consul and three foreign 
ships sailed for Selino last evening to re- 
lievo that place. 

London, March G. — A dispatch to the 
Times, dated from Ganea midnight, says 
that if the weather is favorable the for- 
eign warships will land a force of Selino 
to escort ConBtil Billiotta to Candamo, 
where he hopes to get in touch witli the 
insurgent chiefs anil thus effect the de- 
liverance of Moslems. 



KRUGER'S COMMANDS. 

arns the Courts Not to Put Their Inter- 
pretation on the Law. 

Pretoria, March 6. — President Kruger 
has addressed a letter to the chief 
justice and judges of the high court 
of the South African Republic de- 
manding that they conform to the law 
passed by the volksraad on February 5, 
placing their court under the jurisdic 
tion of the volkBraad within fourteen 
days, and further warns them not to ar- 
rogate to themselves the right to place 
their own interpretation upon the con- 
stitution of the country. 



.M 'KIN LEY'S SENATE. 

United States Senate Confirms Their Ap 
pointment. 

Washington, March 5. — The Senate 
was in session only about two hours to- 
day and the greater part of the time was 
spent in executive session in confirming 
Mr. McKinley's cabinet appointments. 
None of the members of President Mc- 
Kinley's cabinet appeared at the depart- 
ment this afternoon, and it is probable 
they will not be installed in their re- 
spective oflices until the beginning of 
next week.

RAILWAY TO KOOTENAY. 

Dr. Milne at Winnipeg on His Way Home. 

WiawH'eg, March 5. — (Special) — Dr. 
Milne, of Victoria, B.C., promoter of the 
Victoria and Eastern railway, ia in the 
city to-day en route home from Ottawa. 
Asked as to the feeling in the East on 
the Crow's Nest Pass railway, Dr. Milne 
said : " Some members of the government 
feel that the C.P.R. has some claims 
for consideration, being, as it is, a great 
enterprise closely associated with the 
development of the country, and I do 
not think the government of the day are 
enemies to the big railway company. 
But the government will dictate the 
policy to be pursued by itself, and not 
the CP. R. Ab to how the road will be 
constructed has not been decided, but, it 
is an important matter that will be 
given most careful consideration before 
a decision is reached. 1 am quite sure 
the Crow's Nest Pass portion of the line 
will not be constructed without making 
connection with the Coast through the 
southern district. This district is most 
in need of railway facilities at the 
present time, being already demonstrate 
ed as one of the richest mineral districts 
of British Columbia.

Gold Standard Defence Association 
However Is Not Pleased With 
References to Bi-Metallisin. 



London, March 5. — The financial 
clauses of President McKinley's message 
to cqngresB haB been read in business 
circles here with every expression of 
satisfaction. The representative of 
Rothschild's banking house, to whom 
they were read, explained himself as 
pleased with the position taken by the 
President, adding: "It is excellent, 
most excellent." 

The governor of the Bank of Eng- 
land, Albert G. Sancieman, said that 
the financial part of the message 
was " thoroughly sound and of a clear, 
honest conservative tone." But ho 
would not express an opinion on the 
international bimetallism clause. How- 
ard Potter, of Brown, Shipley it Co., 
said: "It is quite in line with what I 
expected. If President McKinley ap- 
points a good commission f o revise the 
monetary laws there iB no doubt that 
good will result. The country must be 
thoroughly sick of the situation. In 
view of Japan's adoption of the gold 
standard and Russia's accumulation of 
gold, it ib very doubtful if international 
bimetallism will proceed very far." 

Secretary McNeil, of the bi-metallic 
league, said: "We are delighted with 
the clause referring to international bi- 
metallism. It is all we hoped for, and 
the British bi-tnetallists believe that 
they can also speak for those of France 
and Germany, If a commission on in- 
ternational money affairs is appointed, 
it will be the best thing done in the 
United States in a long time." < 

The gold standard defense association 
is not pleased with the clause relating to 
international bi-metallism. Its members 
express belief that when President Mc- 
Kinley conies to settle down he will find 
all the government oilicials against him. 

New Yokk. — Special to the World 
from Washington says that President 
McKinley's utterance in favor of the 
foreign treaty makes its ratification cer- 
tain at an early date. 

THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

" La Patrie" States That the Bishops Have 
a Uandament 

Montreal, March 5.— The Manitoba 
school question assumed a somewhat 
Btartliu>! phrase to-dav, and one 
which seonif to throw a flood of light 
on Mgr. lie-in's hurried departure 
for Rome. In short the bishop? of the 
province of Quebec have received per- 
emptory orders Irom Rome to cease the 
agitation carried on in regard to the 
school question until the whole question 
ia inquired into and reported upon 
by a commission appointed at 
the Vatican. The commission is 
composed of seven cardinals and 
it is understood thev will not only sift 
the meritB of the school question proper 
but the grievances formulated by Cbave- 
lier Drolet on behalf of the Liberal party 
respecting the partisan attitude and 
interference in politics of the bishops 
during the past election and Bince. 
Premier Laurier arrived in the city this 
morning and this evening La Patrie 
owned by J. I. Tarte, states emphatic- 
ally that it baa authority to announce 
that the bishops have received Bitch a 
mandament from the Holy Seo signed 
by Cardinal Rampolla. This action on 
the part of the Vatican is evidently the 
reault of representations made by M, 
Drolet and Hon. Chaa. Fltzpatrick. 

BUTLER'S PLEA. 

He Denies the Authority of United Stntes to 
Arrest Him. 

San Francisco, March 5. — Attorney 
Black, representing 1,he Australian, 
Butler, to-day filed a petition for a writ 
of habeas corpus, Black asserts in the 
petition that the true name of his client is 
John Newman and that be was illegally 
arrested on British soil and without the 
jurisdiction of United States officials. 
Should Judge Morrow deny Newman his 
liberty, Attorney Black will appeal to 
the U. S. Supreme Court,

Ottawa, March 5.— (Special) — It iB 
generally understood here that Sir C. H. 
Tupper will accept the leadership of the 
Conservative opposition of Nova Scotia. 

The report was current to-day that 
Sdicitor General Fitzpatrick had re- 
signed, but on inquiry it turned out to 
be incorrect. 

Official reports to the government in- 
dicate tfiat placer mining in the Cana- 
dian Yukon is giving wonderful results. 
Yields run from SO cents to $80 per pan, 
but two or three cases are reported 
where they reached the marvellous re- 
sult of $150 per pan. 

An English company now seeks to de- 
velop the Yukon country on a largo scale 
if they can come to terms with the gov- 
ernment. A bill of incorporation will be 
asked from parliament with power to do 
a general trading tnd transportation busi- 
ness. The company does not ask finan- 
cial assistance from the government, ex- 
cept what is implied in a guarantee of 
J per cent, on a rrrrttlon dollars' worth 
of bonds. No monopoly is intended, 
although the development plans of the 
company include the construction .of 
many miles of railway. They will util- 
ize the White Mountain pass to gain ac- 
cess to the country. 

Mr. Develin's resignation is con- 
firmed. He has been appointed emi- 
gration agent in Ireland, at a salary of 
$1,800 a year and expenses. 

John Dyke, the Canadian agent at 
Liverpool, baa been retired, and Alt.

Anderson Released on Bail Till Next Win- 
nipeg Assizes, 
Winnipeg, March 5. — (Special).— At 
the Winnipeg asEizes to-day George An- 
derson, charged with inciting deputy re- 
turning oflictra to stuff ballot boxes in 
the Winnipeg, was releasjd on bail till 
the next assizes. The judge said it was 
unfortunate both juries had disagreed, 
but the offence was a serious one and 
the evidence was of such a nature as to 
allow the crown the opportunity of hav- 
ing another trial. It could not be had 
now, as the panel was practically ex- 
hausted.

GERMANY'S NAVY. 

Efficient for Emergencies But Stil Needs 
Strengthening. 

Berlin, March 5. — In tiio Reichstag 
to-day, during the discussion on the 
navy and estimates Vice Admiral you 
Hollman, secretary of the navy said that 
Germany expected that in a serious con- 
tingency her navy would prove efficient 
not only for coast defenses but in n fight 
n the high seas. He continued: 
>Ve still require ten cruisers live 
despatch vessels, two gunboats, five iron- 
clads, two monitors, two floating bat- 
teries, and twenty-two torpedo boats." 
The Admiral pointed out the new in- 
ventions since the scheme oi the foun- 
dation of the German navy in 1873, and 
detailed how Russia and France had im- 
proved their lleets, adding that the in- 
terests of Germany abroad required con- 
sideration. Eventually the discussion 
was adjourned until Tuesday next. 



FIRED THE POOR HOUSE. 

Attempt to Burn a Pauper Asylum. 

St. John's, N lid., March 5.— -An at- 
tempt was made by some persons un- 
known to burn down the city pauper 
aBylum iast night. The main door was 
broken open and a fire was started near 
the lire alarm box, apparently with 
the idea of destroying that before 
the firemen could be summoned. The 
watchman on duty discovered the flames 
before they had made much progress. 
Otherwise serious consequences might 
have ensued by the 120 old men and wo- 
men hoiiaed there. The general opinion 
is that the fire was started by a crazy 
inmate, but the police believe that it 
was done by some evil-disposed person.

One ell'ect 
of this slight shifting of the high will be 
found in the limits of the northeast 
trades being somewhat nearer the equa 
tor than during the previous month 
The general movement of the wind will 
be found around this high, witii the sun, 
and on the south side the trades will be 
found blowing with a decidedly northerly 
slant in that portion of the ocean east of 
the Hawaiian islands, while to the west 
ward of them they may be expected to 
be more easterly, ami frequently east 
southeasterly. Near the coast within the 
northeast trade' wind limits, instead of 
northeasterly winds, northerly and 
northwesterly winds may bo expected 
Just south of the Aleutian islands is an 
almost permanent low, of considerable 
depth, and between this low and the 
high will be found a general movement 
of tho atmosphere from Asia to America, 
as evidenced by the westerly and south 
weaterly winds. North of the 85th par 
allel, frequent gales, accompanied by 
heavy had and snow squalls, may be ex- 
pected. Occasional spiral circulations, 
viz., the cyclonic (against the sun), with 
low barometer and anticyclonic (with 
the sun), with high barometer, also 
cross this region. Generally in front of 
the cyclonic area, or the low, the 
weather is damp, with tho thermometer 
rising and the barometer falling, while 
in front of the anticyclonic circulation, 
or the high, it is dry, cooler, and the 
barometer rises. On the southeast coast 
of Asia the northeast monsoon may be 
expected to continue to blow during the 
month. Occasionally fog will be found 
along the coast of the United States, but 
not sufficient to warrant its probable 
limits being shown on the chart. On 
the February pilot chart was given a 
description of the sailing route as far as 
the equator followed by vessels bound 
from the Pacific coast of the United 
.States to Australia. Upon this issue of 
the chart the several routes from Aus- 
tralia to the west coast of the United 
States are explained. Supplementary to 
this description is a table giving the re- 
cord, tracks, etc., of nearly fifty vessels. 
Masters of vessels in the Australian 
trade will find it to their advantage to 
write to or visit the Port Townsend office 
and obtain the February and March 
pilot charts.

Honolulu papers received by the just 
arrived Miowera devote the major por- 
tion cf their space to the storm stories 
told by skippeis forced to put in to the 
Hawaiian isles for shelter, some of these 
craft having had unpleasantly close 
cills. The steamship Chittagong was 
one, she having on her way from this 
port to the Orient encountered a tempest 
that was described by her veteran Com- 
mander as quite the worst he ever came 
through. On two occasions the seas 
were so heavy that the Chittagong's 
decks were completely submerged, only 
the smoke stack, bridge and masts ap- 
pearing above the foam dashed waters.

Referring to tho arbitration treaty 
with Great Britain, the President, after 
speaking of a concurrent resolution paaa- 
ed by congress: in 1890 favoring the set- 
tlement of international disputes by 
arbitration, said : 

The latter reeolution was accepted as 
the basis of negotiations with ua by the 
British House of Commons in 1898, and 
upon our invitation a treaty of arbitra- 
tion between the United States and 
Gre- j Britain was signed at Washington 
and transmitted to the senate for its 
ratification in January last. Since this 
treaty is clearly the result of our own in- 
itiative, sinca it has been recognizee^ as 
the leading feature of our foreign policy, 
throughout our entire national history — 
the adjustment of difficulties by ludicial 
methods rather than by force 
of arms — and since it presents to the 
world the glorious example of reason 
and peace, not passion and war, con- 
trolling the relations between two of the 
greatert nations of tho world, an ex- 
ample certain to bo followed by other?, 
I respectfully urge the early action of 
the Senate thereon, not merely as a 
matter of policy, but aa a duty to man- 
kind. The importance and moral inllu- 
ence of the ratification of aucli a treaty 
can hardly be overestimated in the cauae 
of advancing civilization. It may well 
engage the beat thought of the states- 
men and people of every country, and 1 
cannot but consider it fortunate that it 
was reserved for the United States to 
have the leadership in so grand a work. 

The address concluded with a notice 
that a special session of congress will be 
called for March 15 and with general 
congratulations upon the manifestations 
of good will and the absence of sectional 
differences, throughout the nation. 



is yet known to warrant any one in do- 
ing that; but what we want to mention 
is that, pending railway construction, it 
is highly desirable that the Canadian 
portion of the trail from Dyea should be 
put ' in lirst-claas shape. This would 
greatly reduce the charges on freight, 
and serve as a stimulus to business. 
'What is needed Beerns to be : 

1st. The appointment of a customs of- 
ficer to see that tho Canadian Yukon is 
not supplied with American goods which 
have not paid duty. 

2nd. That the trail most in use should 
be improved. 

3rd. That a railway should be built in 
to the Yukon waters at the earliest pos 
sible day, and by the beat available 
route. 

Of courae theae matters properly come 
within the purview of tho Dominion 
Government, but there should be strong 
representations made from this Province 
on the subject. It would not be amiss 
for the legislaBiiro to pass a resolution 
dealing with tho first two points. 



M' KINL EYS 1 S'A I V UR A I. . 

The inaugural address ol* President 
M'Kinley ia not calculated to inspire 
much confidence in his administration . 
There i.- a lack of definitenesa about it that 
ia in sharp contrast with the aggressive 
utterances of his predecessor. The first 
question dealt with is the currency. He 
admits the imperative necessity for a re- 
vision of the financial system, but baa 
only vague suggestions aa to what 
ought to be done, except that he will 
appoint a commiaaiou to investigate the 
whole subject if he has power to do so- 
International bimetallism cornea in for 
the usual red ra ice as to its expediency. 
Until this ia obtained he believes the 
parity of the gold and silver coinage 
should be maintained by every re- 
source at the command of the 
nation. The difference between hia 
position and that of nis predecessor 
on this question consists in the fact 
that Cleveland boldly recommended 
congress to retire the greenbacks and 
treasury notes and substitute for them a 
bank currency. 

The next point discussed is the rela- 
tion of revenue to expenditure, and the 
new President declares that " the sever- 
est economy must be observed," a de- 
claration in atriking contrast to the chip- 
per saying, "Thia is a billion dollar 
country," which found so much accep- 
tance when Harrison was President, and 
congress, under the false stimulus of the 
McKinley tariff, was spending money 
like water. lie pleads for more revenue 
and declares that in levying the neces- 
sary duties on imports the protective 
principle should be kept in mind. The 
reference to reciprocity ia of a perfunc- 
tory kind. He favors reciprocity only 
so far as it permits the introduction into 
the United .States of articles which can- 
not be produced there. 

In his discussion of the business con- 
dition of the country he takes care to say 
that it will take time to restore prosper- 
ity. Thia part of the message is per- 
vaded by a hopeless tone, which is the 
more striking when the rosv promises 
made during the presidential campaign 
are recalled. Perhaps this is one of the 
best features of the address, for it shows 
the president to he thoroughly alive to 
the tremendous dillienlties presented by 
the industrial situation. 

There are declarations in favor of equal 
rights, which seem a little out of place 
from the head of a republic, the corner 
stone of which ia equality, but as they 
lead up to a plea to strengthen the eu- 
pyment of "free and fair elections," 
the enactment of the celebrated "Force 
Bill," for the contml of the Southern 
States looma up once more 
above the political horizon, A para- 
graph condemns lynching; another 
declares that trusts must be suppressed 
the immigration laws are mentioned and 
legislation is asked to secure a " better 
safer and higher citizenship," aa well aa 
tho banishment of illiteracy ; civil aervice 
reform is endorsed and a plea is made 
for a restoration of the American mer- 
chant marine. 

The reference to foreign policy favors 
Btrict non-interference with the affairs 
of foreign governments. We quote: 

It will be our aim to pursue a firm and 
dignified foreign policy, which shall be 
just, impartial, over watchful of out- 
national honor and always insisting 
upon tho enforcement of the lawful 
rights of American citizens everywhere. 
Our diplomacy should Beek nothing more 
and accept nothing less than is due us. 
We want no wars of conquest; wo must 
avoid the temptation of territorial aggres- 
sion. War should never be entered upon 
until every agency of peace has failed ; 
pBace is preferable to war in almost 
every contingency. Arbitration is the

J. H. and R. R. Tighe arrived here 
from Australia on the Miowera yester- 
day, and are now at the Occidental. 
They have been for the past three years 
in Western Australia, around the mining 
camps of Coolgardie and Kilgourlie, and 
now, when these camps are declining, 
have come to try their luck in the miu 
ing centres of British Columbia. 

The district, they say, has had a boom 
for the last two years, and though a 
good deal of gold is still being taken out, 
the boom is a thing of the past. Fever, 
dysentery, scarcity of wather and cost of 
transport have all tended towards its 
breaking up. There is no water tit for 
hnman use except that produced by the 
condenser, « hich is retailed at eight 
cents a gallon. 

The climate in summer, is tropical in 
the extreme, the thermometer going up 
to 1 17 ° in the shade, and near tho dig- 
gings, natural shade is unknown. 
Camels are almost entirely used for 
transport, and the rate is something like 
$200 per thousand pounds. 

Knsilish capital to the amount of £00,- 
000,000 is invested in the mining dis- 
tricts of Western Australia, a great part 
of which is yielding no interest, owing 
to the fact that "wild-catting" has 
been going on to a great extent, and to 
the "petering out" of good "pro- 
spects." 

The mining laws there are very string- 
ent, almost entirely preventing pro- 
spectors from doing much good. If a 
man locates a claim, say of twent>'-four 
acres, he must at once put four men to 
work, one man to every six acres, at 
from $20 to $25 a week and water, and 
when pay dirt is struck, must put on a 
man to every three acres. Lumber is 
worth about $142 per thousand feet at 
the diggings. 

Kilgourlie is the richest camp of the 
Coolgardie district, containing many 
mines paying from five ounces to ten 
ounces to the ton. 

Many rich locations are made, but the 
(inders are almost afraid to put their 
picks into the ground for fear the reef 
will pan out. The Londonderry, which 
yielded $75 000 on location after being 
tloated for $3,750,000 by an English syn- 
dicate, " petered out" and would not 
pay interest on a tithe of that sum. The 
lack of water iB the chief drawback, as 
the following statement will show. 

"Colors can be found anywhere," says 
Mr. Tighe, " and after one of the few 
rainstorms round Rilgourlie, you can 
pick up gold oil' the surface of the ground. 
Muny people are leaving Western Aus- 
tralia for New Guinea, where there is 
every appearance of good times. Chi- 
nese labor is there excluded, but fever 
and ague are very brevalent." 

Asked if the B.C. mining districts 
were heard of in Australia, these gentle- 
men said that they had only seen two 
British Columbia newspapers in Aus- 
tralia, one at Melbourne and occasion- 
ally one at Perth in Western Australia. 

" If British Columbia were advertised 
in Australia as Coolgardie was," they 
add, "hall the country would come over, 
especially if, your mining laws were 
given, which enable anyone almost to 
hold a claim, without having a million 
behind him. The mining laws there are 
freezing poor men out, and it is certain 
that if the government here would only 
advertise the country in Australia, good 
men would come here who understand 
mining and would help to develop the 
country."

Spectator! View With Interest, the 
Now SeaUrook-Browii Rock 
Crusher. 



"Will Revolutionize the Milling In- 
dustry of the Province ami 
of the World. 




A large numberoi spectators witnessed 
the working of a new rook crasher ut the 
Albion Iron Works yesterday by the in- 
vitation of Mr. K. P. Rithet, M.P.P. 
Many of the members of the legislative 
assembly were present, as well as mine 
owners and miners, and it was unani- 
mously agreed that the inventors had 
brought out a machine which will cause 
a great stir in the mining industry, not 
only of the province, but of the world. 

The inventors are Mr. B. R. Seabrook, 
manager of the Albion Iron Works, ami 
Mr. .1. R. Brown, the latter of Harrison 
Hot Springs. Patents are applied for in 
all countries. 

Tbe crusher which was worked yester- 
day, though lacking many minor im- 
provements invented by Mr. Seabrook 
which he was unable to have ready 
owing to lacs of time, satifaetorily 
demonstrated to all present that it could 
do all that is claimed for it. 

About eight and one-hall tons of rock, 
including trap rock, cobbles and quartz 
were put through the machine in torty- 
five minutes yesterday. 

The following is a description of the 
machine given by Mr. Seabrook : 

" The machine will be known as the 
" Seabrook-Brown Improved Lever 
Rock Crusher,'' and the Albion Iron 
Works will at once begin ttie work of 
manufacturing them, as they have re- 
ceived several orders already. Immedi- 
ately over the machine is a large teles- 
cope hooper. The lower part of this hop- 
per is so constructed that it may be ar- 
ranged sufficiently high to admit of 
changing the dies as required, thus 
avoiding vexatious delays and expense 
of moving and shifting the hopper. Im- 
mediately on top of the upper oscillators, 
or crushing portion of the machine, is 
a heavy hood which will convey the 
rock directly into the mouth of the 
crusher, allowing it to engage with the 
die piaies. The rock is sheared, crushed 
ami given a downward movement with a 
half revolution. On the backward half 
revolution the rock is turned over by the 
use oi the teeth and placed in a suitable 
position for the return movement of the 
machine. While the top oscillators are 
in action and crushing constantly, the 
material is discharged upon a grizzly or 
screen of suitable mesh to deduct all tbe 
rock which has been crushed fine 
enough before the remaining rock 
is discharged upon one or more 
lower oscillators. While the rock 
is being further crushed by the lower 
oscillators, there is another grizzly which 
takes all the rock that is not too large to 
pasa through. This large rock is again 
treated by the lower oscillators, so that 
it is impossible for uncrushed rock to 
pass through the •machine. The lower 
oscillators have exactly the same move- 
ment as the upper ones, with the addi- 
tion of one-third more travel to each. 
It is therefore impossible to clog the 
machine. The rock is crushed very 
evenly, aB it changes its position with 
every movement. The crusher cannot 
be over- fed, because the lower oscillators 
will handle more material than the 
upper one. 

" Another distinct advantage is that 
the crusher is so designed that It can be 
made into sections, or self-contained, ac- 
cording to the facility for transportation. 
It is claimed for the machine that it can 
crush the hardest trap rock or earth 
boulders. Having fine, distinct move- 
ments while crashing, the wear of the 
die is about one-fourth that on an ordi- 
nary crusher. 

" The crusher has immense leverage 
power, and therefore only requires about 
2,Jvj nominal horse-power exerted on the 
wheel or lever. It iB so arranged that 
any kind of power can be used. The 
crusher is calculated to treat 500 tons of 
rock in 24 hours." 

The machine, Mr. Seabrook also stated , 
can be mad'- to any capacity to meet the 
requirements of purchasers. One ma- 
chine has been designed to crush two 
tons per minute. The crusher can be 
regulated in a very few minutes by a 
simple contrivance, so that the rock can 
be crushed to any degree of fineness. 

This is not Mr. Seabrook's only in- 
vention, patents being applied lor for a 
large quantity of mining machinery. 
Messrs. Dier, Davidson and Russell have 
already ordered a machine for their pro- 
perties in the Fairview district, and Mr. 
Archer, of Chicago, who is deeply inter- 
ested in ICootenav, and who was present 
at the trial yesterday, gave an order for 
two crushers.

frage to the women of British Columbia.

"Arid, whereas, no evil effects seemed to 
have followed the granting of municipal 
and school suffrage to properly qualified 
women In this province; 

"And, whereas, the women of the nation 
have as much interest as the men in secur- 
ing laws prohibiting vice, inculcating virtue, 
and tending to the preservation of national 
peace and prosperity; 

" And, whereas, British Columbia wo- 
men equally with men are governed by the 
laws enacted by this legislature; 

'■ And, whereas, as a tribute to Her Ma- 
iostv Queen Victoria on the celebration ot 
her" ' Diamond Jubilee' your petitioners

IMPROVE THE CITY. 

To the Editor :— I have read with in- 
terest in to-day's Colonist the Mayor's 
scheme for improving our streets, and 
sidewalks, and it must he a satisfaction 
to the citizens of Victoria to know that 
under the new regime some attempt at 
any rate will be made to make this city 
what with its natural beauty and cli- 
matic advantages it should be— the moat 
attractive place of residence and resort 
on the coast for people of means and 
leisure. 

But before the rate-payers arc asked to 
adopt Mr. Redfern's scheme, he certainly 
should tell ua what he means by a '"mac- 
adamized" road. So far there never has 
been to my knowledge a road laid down 
in Victoria according to Mr. Macadam's 
principles. The system heretofore in 
vogue aud apparently adopted by the 
present Council judging from the work 
lately done upon Johnson and Wharf 
streets appears to be to throw rough 
rockB of varying sjze, some nearly as 
large as a man's head, upon an unpre- 
pared flat foundation without proper 
crown and to Bcatter over that a layer 
of gravel and run the steam roller over 
it. That may be a. "WilmotJzed" road, 
but it certainly is not "macadamized." 
If I remember correctly, Macadam re- 
quires each stone to be capable ol pass- 
ing through a ring HJJ incheain diame- 
ter ; but I venture to say that if the city 
engiuecr made his hat the standard, the 
metal used would not always pass the 
teat, and the result is a dismal failure. 

When the Mayor proposes to set apart 



the small sum of $9,000 only for improv- 
ing streets in Victoria West, I think, if 
we are to contribute in like proportion 
to the ratepayers in the central part of 
the town, we deserve a little more lib- 
eral treatment than that. It would be 
interesting to know what value Victoria 
West has received in return for moneys 
paid into the city treasury since the 
weak moment when she allowed herself 
to be " taken in." We help to maintain 
a waterworks system from which (thank 
goodness) we get no water; a sewerage 
system which will not extend to us for 
many years to come ; a die department, 
beyond our reach in emergency ; a police 
force of which we do not see the shadow 
of a policeman from one year's end to 
another. On some of our principal 
streets (for instance, Russell Btreet) not 
one dollar has yet been spent bv the 
city, and in winter they are Btcij ly im- 
passable, 

Probably there is no more travelled 
through-fare leading from the city than 
the Eequimalt road, it is well within 
the mark to say that there is more traffic 
along it in one day than passes in one 
week along the Gorge road upon which 
with the .South Gorge road an expendi- 
ture of $6, 000 is proposed. A three-plank 
sidewalk rotten and unsafe Iiuh been till 
recently our only footpath, and even now 
where side streets intersect deep mud 
holes are ready to receive tbe unwary 
traveller groping his way iu the dark- 
ness which prevails. For a picture of 
slovenliness displayed to every tourist 
ami visitor who passe,', let me point Mr. 
liefern to the neglect of his predecessors 
in allowing the remains of the old side- 
walk, discarded tramway Bleepers and 
other debris to lie rotting along this main 
thoroughfare from Russell station to the 
citv boundary, 

I venture to suggest to the Mayor that 
the macadamizing of Esquiraalt road 
through to the city boundary, being a 
matter of public interest, should ho in- 
cluded in his scheme without entrench- 
ing upon the good proposed to be allot- 
ted to Victoria West. A. B.

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London Times Speaks of the Great 
Mining' Prospects of This 
Province. 



Almost Every Kiwi of Valuable 
Mineral Pound Under Unusually 
Favorable Circumstances. 



The cent mineral wealth of this pro- 
vince and the part which it may be ex- 
pected to play in the development of the 
Canadian Dominion in the near future 
are only now beginning to be appreci- 
ated. Previous to the construction of 
the Canadian Pacific railway, British 
Columbia was for all practical purposes 
approachable only from, the Pacilic 
coast. Even then the extraordinary 
value of its lead ores caused some ex- 
ports to be made from lllicillewaet, 
situated some L'OO miles inland, 
and adventurous miners from Cali- 
fornia penetrated to a few of the 
richest troid-bearing districts. No 
g' neral development was, however, pos- 
sible under the circumstances. Ten 
years ago when the Canadian Pacific 
railway was completed, one main high- 
road of civilization was carried through 
the country. Heavy goods, such as 
mining machinery, could be brought at 
least to the edge of the most highly- 
mineralized areas. From the south 
some American railways were more or 
less simultaneously pushed up, and 
within the last five years men and 
money have been pouring into the 
co 'in try. 

Almost every kind of valuable mineral 
has been found, some under unusually 
favorable conditions of quantity and 
quality, though only a small section of 
the province has as yet been systemati- 
cally explored. Iron, coal, copper, lead, 
cinnabar, platinum, silver and gold are 
already giving rich returns for the labor 
and money spent upon their extraction. 
The most trusted experts in geological 
and mineralogical science coincide in the 
conclusion that the mountains of the 
British Columbian coast carry with them 
11 continuation of the highly-mineral- 
ized beds of California, Montana 
and the other rich deposits of 
the Western States. Various indica- 
tions lead to the belief that they may be 
even richer in some of the more precious 
metals, and the position is described in 
homely phrase by the saying, current 
among mining experts who are familiar 
with the silver deposits of Montana and 
the gold-bearing strata of Alaska, that 
"the tail of the rat is in Montana and its 
head is in Alaska, but the body of it lies 
in British Columbia." 

A glance at the map, coupled with a 
glance at the remarkable mining leturns 
of lS%,is necessary in order to understand 
how inmortont ttie development of Brit- 
ish Columbian mining interests may 
become if the industry should 
indeed spread at anything approaching 
to its present rate over the whole of the 
large are* which is believed available for 
the purpose. On any ordinary map the 
Canadian Pacific railway appears to run 
almost on the southern boundary of the 
province ; yet it ib really in the corner 
enclosed between the Uanadian Pacific 
railroad from Calgary to Vancouver and 
the international boundary that the 
greater part of the actual development 
hae been made. Here, in the districts 
of East Kootenay, West Kootenay, and 
Yale, the principal mining centres are 
situated. 

In East Kootenay, M'Murdo, Fort 
Steele, St. Mary's, and the Crow's Nest 
Pass give high grade copper ores, lead 
ores averaging 40o7,. of silver and 45 per 
cent, of lead, with big ledges of low 
grade gold-bearing quartz, of which 70 
ner cent, is free milling. The coalfields 
of the Crow's Nest Pass are in this dis- 
trict and are of vast extent. There are 
also streams containing alluvial gold, 
and at Donald wire gold has been found 
associated with platinum. 

In West Kootenay, Nelson, Balfour, 
Ainsworth, and Slocan pive high-grade 
copper, gold-bearing quartz, of which SO 
per ,'ent. is free millinir, alluvial gold, 
argentiferous lead, so rich in silver that 
in the true fissure veins of Slocan the 
average goes up to 120 ounces of silver 
and ilO per cent, of lead to the ton. In 
this tied there are several prosperous 
mines, and the value of the output be- 
tween July, 18i)o, and July, 1S9(>, 
was very nearly £1,000,000. The 
very important centre of Trail 
Creek and Rossland, in the same district, 
gives rich gold-bearing ores, with cop- 
per and some silver. Here the average 
net value per ton of the total production 
up to July, 1896, is — gold 1'07 oz., Bilver 
'_' ") cz., and copper 2. 3 per cent. Divi- 
dend-paying mines are in full swing, and 
many thousand tons of lower-grade ores 
are awaiting the advent of better trans- 
port with cheaper methods of treatment. 

In the Vale district the mining cen- 
tres of Osoyoos. Fairview, McKinney, 
< ireenwood, Boundary Falls, Boundary 
Creek, Siwash Creek and Midway give 
free-milling gold ores, copper ores, and 
placer gold. There are also in this dis- 
trict very big copper ledges, waiting 
only for better transport facilities to be 
worked. 

It is into this rich mining neighbor- 
hood that it is proposed to carry the 
Crow's Nest railway, which, if con- 
structed as proposed, will intersect the 
country between the Canadian Pacilic 
railway and the southern boundary line, 
and probably afford the means of trans- 
port, which are required for the more 
successful develooment of some of the 
mining fields. To the north of the Can- 
adian Pacific railway line lies a vast 
area partially prospected, but as yet 
scarcely touched, of which the mineral 
wealth" is believed to be no less than 
that of the more easily approached 
southern strip. It is to the possible 
development of the whole of this im- 
mense area that Mr. Laurier no doubt is 
looking when he speaks with confidence 
of the not distant day when the popula- 
tion of Canada will number 10,000,000 
instead of 5,000,000.— London Times.

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The Slow and Gradual Improvement 
in Trade Continued During 
the Fast Week.

New Ycjhk, Starch 5. — R, G. Dun it 
Co.'s review of trade to-morrow will 
say : "The slow, and gradual improve- 
ment in trade observed for some time 
has continued during the past week and 
without material cheek. Some cloak 
makers hero have struck ; also the ore 
handlers at one yard in Cleveland. The 
Lake iron mines are quite generally re- 
ducing wages, no agreement for the 
coming year as to prices of ore having 
been reached ; but the aggregate force 
employed on all industries has still 
somewhat increased. 

There is n better demand for most 
products on the whole with continuance 
of speculative buying in some, notably 
in wool because of expected duties. An 
extended review of building in New 
York for seven years discloses strong 
reasons for confidence on the real estate 
market. The report of failures for 
February by branches of business shows 
a slightly larger average of the hike 
cities in manufacturing branches 
than in previous years. Reports 
of probable needs abroad have helped 
speculation in wheat somewhat, it having 
risen about three cents, though the price 
ia still lower than two weeks ago. Corn 
is a cent stronger, about the price of two 
weeks ago. Cotton has declined an 
eisihth and with good reason, for although 
receipts from plantations have fallen off, 
the decrease is not greater than the de- 
crease in consumption owing to a stop- 
page of the mills. While many 
of the mills have stopped the pro- 
duction of cotton goods for a time 
the general outlook is on the whole un- 
changed, and the demand for goods does 
not improve, while print cloths are a 
shade lower. The mills have ac- 
cumulated stocks far in excees of the 
actual demand during the months of 
dullness, and their enlorced restriction 
at this time is merely paying adept. 
The demand for wool has diminished, 
though only a little, and sales are quite 
a third more than the full consumption 
of all mills, if all were at work, but the 
speculative buying continues, and at 
the three chief markets in live 
weeks have covered li>, 121(1, 700 pounds, 
against 28,677,400. in the same weeks oi 
189:2. Western holders are too still' for 
Eastern purchasers, and the purchasers 
and the buying of domestic wool has 
slackened. Although some more mills 
have gone into operation, the course of 
the market has not favored great activ- 
ity, but it may be said that for goods of 
higher grades there is better demand 
than heretofore. The boot and Bhoe in- 
dustry can reckon on a good many more 
shops at work, and shipments have been 
as large for the past four weeks as in any 
previonsyear,385,571caBes against 31 L>,9i)3 
last year 380,305 in same week of 1895. 
Butthe prepontleranceof cheap women's 
goods muBt reduce value of products 
marketed to a considerable extent. 
While the demand for Beasimer steel 
has sustained advance to $3.75 per ton at 
Pittsburgh and Grey, forge is still ([not- 
ed at $9.40 there, and there is also lees 
cutting of prices to get more business in 
finished products, the general range of 
prices still continues very low. 

The failures for the week have been 
24(! in tho United States, against 285 last 
year, and 0!) in Canada against 08 last 
year.

A Decrease Generally lor the Week. 

New York, March 5.— The hank clear- 
ances for the Dominion of Canada for 
the week were: Montreal, $8,157,201, de- 
crease, 1 per cent. ; Toronto, $5,839,935, 
decrease, 4.1 per cent. ; Halifax, $1,261,- 
590, increase, 13.5 per cent. ; Winnipeg, 
$944,595, decrease, 5.6 per cent.; Ham- 
ilton, $011,501, decrease, 1.6 per cent.;

Full Court Is Asked to Set Aside the 
Decision of the Chief 
Justice. 



An Action of Interest and Grave Im- 
portance to the Alining- 
Industry. 



The famous action of the Nelson & 
Fort Sheppard Railway Company vs. 
Jerry— better known as the Paris Belle 
case— ii: which all British Columbia is 
interested by leason of its important 
bearing on the interpretation of the 
mining laws of British Columbia, as well 
as by the fact that if Chief Justice 
Davie's decision given on the trial 
of the case some months ago is 
sustained by the Full court now 
sitting, and to which appeal has 
been taken, it will invalidate thousands 
of mineral claims in the Kootenay coun- 
try, is now being argued in appeal. 
The judgment of the learned Chief 
Justice was brieflv in effect that a min- 
eral claim should have two well-defined 
walls in order to be legally held as a loca- 
tion. 

The Paris Belle company 's contention, 
put forward yesterday by Mr. W. J. 
Taylor was that inasmuch as its claim 
was recorded before the grant to the 
railway company by virtue ol a clause of 
the subsidy act which declared that only 
unoccupied landc in the alternate tracts 
selected by the railway company 
p.iased under the grant, the Paris Belle 
was excepted from the grant as clearly 
us if set out by metes and hounds ; that 
in any event a portion of the ground 
covered by the Paris Belle being over 
a claim called the Zephyr, the part 
c ivering the Zephyr was clearly excepted 
from the railway grant, the Zephyr 
claim being a live claim at the date of 
the railway company's selection of its 
alternate blocks. 

The mining company further urged 
that ils certificate of improvement was 
conclusive evidence of its compliance 
with the Mineral Act, and that the rail- 
way company hail no status to attack it 
upon the ground that an entry bond was 
not given prior to entry, and that "no 
mineral in place" was found upon the 
claim. 

Further, the mining company submit- 
ted that the intent of the subsidy act 
was plain, that the interests of the 
miners were placed over those of the 
railway company, and should not be in- 
terfered with. 

Mr. R. Cassidy, for the railway com- 
pany, follows to-day with his argument 
in support of the decision of the Chief 
Justice being affirmed.

Suspicion Rests Upon Chinese Do- 
mestics and the Case 
Promises Well. 



In these days of progress when, thanks 
to modern science, almost every family 
is able to make a brave display of silver- 
ware (bearing as a rule the Meriden- 
Britannic Co.'s Etauip as extra plate), 
solid silver services are only to be found 
in the homes of the few, and then they 
are usually made doubly valuable by 
family associations. Gonzales, the resi- 
dence in this city of Mrs. J. D. Pember- 
ton is such a home, and itB silver fins 
always commanded toe appreciative ad- 
miration of guests at the hospitable home. 
The probability is that it will excite no 
more the envy of connoisseurs, for dur- 
ing Thursday night Gonzales was burg- 
larized, and the 6ilver is not there now. 

The robbery was reported to the po- 
lice as soon as discovered and Chief of 
Police SbeDpard, Sergeant HaWton and 
Detective Palmer at dice took a view of 
the breakfast room from which the 
greater portion of the missing silver was 
carried oil'. It offered few hindrances to 
the dishonest visitor ; in fact the 
1 merest novice in affairs burglari- 
j otiB would have found little difficulty 
I in carrying a "job" to a successful 
issue. A low, well-placed window of- 
fered convenient entrance and exit; 
the trreater part of the silver was on an 
j easily reached sideboard ; nnd a lamp 
had even been left burning when the 
members of the family retired for the 
night. 

One little incident of the robbery 
served to give the police a fairly reliable 
hint as to the character of the midnight 
visitors. The key to a drawer in which 
fish knives and other small articles were 
kept had been taken from within a 
bookcase in another room, where a per- 
son unacquainted with the premises 
would not naturally have thought of 
looking for it — and so the police are 
firmly convinced that the thieves were 
not strangera to the interior of Gonzales'. 
Other _ characteristics of the robbery 
stamp it to the official mind as the work 
of Chinese, and thus the case stands. 

The usual postscript that no clue is 
available cannot be quoted, as a matter 
of fact, thanks to the long experience of 
the Chief in such matters and the sharp 
work of his stall", the case is now very 
well in hand and arrests may be made 
before the new week, It is not likely 
that the family plate can be restored in 
the form that it was taken away, but the 
police now have in possession a molten 
mass that will probably pass through 
the assayer's hand to-day. If expecta- 
tions are realized it will run high in 
silver and the story will be told.

STREET PAVING. 

Spokane Interested in the Same Question 
as Victoria. 

In 1893 a special committee of the 
Minneapolis city council was appointed 
to make an examination of pavements 
in use in the different cities of the 
United States. This committee visited 
a large number of cities, and submitted 
a report saying : 

" To insure the benefit of a first class 
pavement, it is absolutely necessary that 
oil sewer, water, gas and other under- 
ground connections should be made with 
thead joining property, at least to a point, 
inside the curb, before the pavement iH 
laid, and proper steps to thateffect must 
be Liken. Another point of vital im 
portance to the maintenance of our pave- 
ment on streets where where street rail- 
way service is operated is that the tracks 
are properly laid and the proper rail is 
used. Hy the use of the T rail, and by 
having the ties imbedded in concrete, 
we think that any trouble due to the 
trucks will be obviated." 

Too much stress can not be laid upon 
tho importanceof this recommendation. 
It applies as well to Spokane as to Min- 
neapolis, and Spokane can have free 
benefit of these expensive investigations 
by other cities. First, guard against 
frequent tearing up of the pavement. 
Second, insist upon a first-class founda- 
tion. Third, compel the contractors to 
adhere closely to the specifications. 
When this is done, the selection of the 
surface material becomes a matter of 
minor importance.— Spokesman-Review.

Hon. S. E. Moras, United States con 
sul-general at Paris, in an official report 
to the State Department, just made pub- 
lic, furnishes much interesting informa- 
tion respecting the progress made in pre' 
paring for the Paris Exposition of 1U00 
The reports sets forth not only the gen- 
eral scope and character of the exposi- 
tion, its organization, financial arrange 
ments and special features, but also in 
detail the systems of classification and 
awards and the regulations affecting for 
eign exhibitors. Preparations are al 
ready well advanced. Plans have been 
definitely adopted, and the work of con 
struction will from this time forwartl be 
vigorously prosecuted. The exposition 
is to be opened April 15 and closed 
November 5, P.iOO. Its site is to com- 
prise the public grounds on both sides of 
the Seine, from the Place de la Concorde 
to a point beyond the Pont d'.Iena, em 
bracing a large open area in the heart of 
the city. As the grounds are bordered 
with stalely edifices and historic monu- 
ments, and are already magnificently 
developed, it will be seen that the ex- 
position, when completed on the scale 
projected, will probably be the fi neet 
ever held. The French genius lends 
itself to functions of this kind. It is 
held, in fuct, in some quarters that the 
French are the only people in the world 
who know bow to get up an exposition. 

Alt the details ol the architecture are 
not yet out. Tho unique palace of the 
Trocadei 0, eieciel for the exposition of 
1S7S and utilized a second time in 1SS9, 
will be used, ub well as several of the 
great exposition halls of 18S9 in the 
Champ de Mars, but all of them will 1111 
dergo more ore leas modification. The 
Eiffel 'lower will be preserved, but it is 
probable that some new and striking 
features will be added to it. The Palais 
de l'lndustric, which housed the entire 
exposition of 1855, and in which the 
annual salon of the Societe de Artistes 
Erancaia is held, will disappear, how- 
ever, and on its site will bo erected 
a magnificent edifice .to serve as the 
line arts hall during the exposition, 
and to remain as a permanent 
monument. Demolition is already in 
progress. To the west of the Fine Arts 
hall, on the same side of the Champa 
Elyeees, will rise the Hall of Liberal 
Arts, which ia also to be a stately and 
permanent edifice. Between these great 
buildings will be constructed a broat 
avenue extending from the Champs 
Klysees to the Seine, at the point where 
a magnificent bridge is being construct 
ed, named after Alexander III, Emperor 
of Russia, by whose son, the present 
Emperor, the corner stone was|laid with 
imposing ceremonies during his recent 
visit to Paris. This bridge will have a 
pronounced artistic character, and, with 
the projected avenue, will connect the 
Champs Elyeees and the Esplanade des 
Invalides, adding a new ami impressive 
vista to the charms of the famous Parisi- 
an avenue, with the stately golden dome 
which crowns the tomb of the great Na 
poleon in the background. 

The national and municipal author! 
ties and the management of the exposi- 
tion are preparing to co-operate in im- 
proving the transportation facilities and 
public conveniences of Paris, and in add- 
ing, before 1900, to the already numer- 
ous attractions of tiie city. A number 
of modern hotels, some of which are al- 
ready tinder construction, and several 
handsome new theatres will bo built, 
aud the magnificent Opera Comique, 
now in course of erection, will be com- 
pleted. Public parks, gardens and 
squares will be created in all parts of the 
city— for example, at Upper St. Phillips 
du lioule and in the St. Marguerite 
quarter. Rows of trees will be placed at 
the Place de Ren nes and the banks of 
the Canal St. Martin will be covered 
with turf. Tho rows of trees in the 
ChampB Elyeees will be doubled 
and still more trees will be planted in 
the Avenue du Bois do Boulogne. The 
roads leading into the bois from tho Au 
teuil side will be arranged in terraces, 
covered with flowers, and overlooking 
the valley of the Seine. The park and 
gardens on tho Butte Montmarto will be 
finished by that time. At night the city 
will be brilliantly illuminated by an ex- 
tensive system of electric lights as far as 
the outer boulevards and including the 
Bois de Boulogne and de Yineennes. 

It iB the avowed purpose to make the 
exposition surpass all its predecessors, 
both in France and elsewhere, not per- 
haps in extent or in architectural fea 
tures, for it is conceded that in these re- 
Bpects there is little hope of eclipsing the 
great achievements at Chicago, but in 
its artistic aspects, in the logical, com- 
prehensive and scientific system of clas- 
sification and award, and the unifoimity 
and harmony of the whole. In a word, 
the ambition of the projectors lies chiefly 
in the direct ion of artistic excellence 
and general ensemble. 

Tho exposition ia to bo well financed 
— they alwuvB do this well in France. A 
guarantee fund of $'JO,000,000 has been 
provided. Of this amount $12,000,000 
represents 3,L'oO,000 bondB of $4 each 
sold to the public, $1,000,000 iB the ap- 
propriation of tho national government 
and $4, 000, 000 has been supplied by the 
city of Paris. Tho bonds bear no in- 
terest, but are good for twenty admis- 
sions to the exposition and lottery priv- 
ileges. They further secure to the hold- 
er reductions in railway and steamboat 
fares nnd a discount off the prices to en-

Carson, March 5. — A dispatch receiv- 
ed here last night from New York say- 
ing that John L. Sullivan had declared 
his intention of again entering the ring 
and challenging the winner of the big 
fight on March 17 caused a good 
deal of merriment. Both Corbett 
and Fitzsimmons are a mu fed over 
the prospect of being challenged by 
Sullivan. They are inclined to look 
upon it as a joke. John L., they say, 
would be a soft mark for a first-class 
light weight in hie preEent condition, 
and Corbett thinks hia man McVey 
would (jive Sullivan an uneasy five min- 
utes with one hand bound up in a band- 
age behind hia back. Preparations are 
however being made to give old John L. 
a rousing reception upon his arrival in 
Carson. It will eclipse the greetings of 
either Corbett or Fitzsimmons. The 
brass band has been secured and in- 
structed to play "Hail to the Chief" 
and other selections when theold gladia- 
tor arrives. IIo will he placed in a 
carriage drawn by six white horses nnd 
driven in triumph to the headquarters 
provided for him. 

Fitzsimmons found in hia mail 
yesterday a letter containing a 
wishbone. The writer is a woman 
residing in San Francisco. In her 
missive she informed him that he must 
put the magic talisman under bis pillow 
and sleep on it every night up to the 
time of the fight.
